‘HERE j is disunity in the House of 

Israel. Differences of opmion 

and outlook have characterised 
Jewish life in all ages. This is 
natural and good. Uniformity was 
never encouraged by the great Rabbis. 
One reason why the Talmud came to 
exercise sO immense an influence over 
the people for more than a thousand 
years is that the profoundest scholars 
did not issue edicts or legislate. They. 


_ taught by inquiry and debate. 


The reaction against legalism—_ 
exaggerated reverence for the written 
law-—gave rise to violent and long- 
continued antagonism among the Jew- 
ish people. Yet none of these historic 
conflicts affected the life and opinions 
of Jewry so deeply as does the present 
antagonism between Orthodox and 
Liberal Judaism. 

The heart of this controversy lies in 
the totally different and irreconcil- 
able attitudes towards the Torah and 
the principle of Revelation.. The 
Struggle is net merely an intellectual 
one. These opponents differ in their 
way of life. The different outlooks 
affect domestic and social life. This 
fact leads to misunderstandings on 
both sides, to hatred between one 
section of the community and the 
other, between oné man and his Jew- 
ish neighbour. In consequence, most 
of the adherents of either party are 
incapable of seeing any truth or. virtue 
an the other. 


“MOREOVER the different se 


terms brings confusion and uncer- 


tainty into the. utterances and defence 


of both sides. Both: believe in the value 
of tradition and of progress. The prin- 
ciple of Revelation is essential to both 
Orthodox and Liberal Judaism. Yet 
neither party has any sympathy with or 
understanding of the interpretations of 
the other. Nejther side even believes 
in the honesty OF good will of the. 
other. 

Truth—this is surely the crux of the 
whole bitter controversy. Each. side 
belheves that it has the truth.

I have not as yet 
been able to establish with certainty what 
happens to any parcels in excess of the 
permitted quota; but I gather that it is 


more than likely that the consignees may 


receive a. cash compensation for the 


parcel while the contents are added to 
the Government stocks of food.

‘Polish-Swiss Agreement 
Explained 


In response to widespread criticism of 
their decision to surrender the heirless 
property of deceased Polish Jews to the 
Polish Government. the Swiss Federal 


authorities have issued a slatement giving 


the reasons for their action. A copy

ISRAEL’S GREAT SNOWSTORM 


_ Deaths and Widespread Damage

A 15-inch fall of snow in Jerusalem
